Tf it should happen. that you 
are troubled with a sooted ‘or 
oiled-up plug. ‘when out on the 
road, and you have no means of 
getting the plug out to clean it, 


Jit can very often be.made to clear 


itself by taking the high tension 
lead from the terminal: and hold- 
ing it about'an elghth of an inch 
from it. This second gap acts as 
a spark intensifier, and will cause 
even abadly oiled plug to func- 
tion.

Enterprise On Part Of Volunteer

Hong Kong's experience of motor 
cycle reliability trials \is almost 
confined to the screen which ‘from 
time to time gives us glimpses of 
hardy motor’ cyclists, making their 
way up tortuous mountain -paths, 
down stcep, uneven gradients, and 
even ploughing along the beds ‘of 
shallow streams.

Something similar wili be seen In 
Hong Kong on March 11 when the 
reliability trial, organised by the 
Motor Cycle Section H.K.V.D.C. 
will be held. ‘The local trial is be- 
ing organised on ‘exactly similar 
lines to those at home, although, it 
‘will not Include wateraplashes. 
Neither will it include anything of 
a hazardous nature, the course be- 
ing one which any average rider 
can traverse, providing of course, 
thet his machine does not fail him.’ 

‘Arrangements are now well in 
hand and entry forms and copies of 
the rules may be had from Mr. H.-G. 
Swinburne, c/o “S, C,.M. Post.” 
The event is provoking considerable 
discussion and there ia every indi- 
cation that it will be well support- 
ed. j : : 

The stert wiil be from the Volun- 
teer Headquarters at an hour to be 
arranged, and it is expected’ that 
the trial will Inst five or six hours. 
The route will be marked in order 
to prevent competitors from going

At a conference convened in 
Melbourne by the Federal Council 
of the Australian’ Motor, Traders’ 
Asgociation of delegates represen- 
tative of every State, ‘with’ the | 
exception of Tasmania, it waa de- 
tided to inercase the price of motor 
cars to cover the increased duties 
imposed on chassis, bodies, 


Motor Trader Association of 
Queensland, was | agreed to by 
delegates from all the States ex- 
cepting New South Wales: “That 
all members be requested to inform 
the public that restrictive legisla- 
tion is causing an ‘increase in the 
price of motor’ vehicles, and that 
all tariff taxes on the motor indus- 
try are added to the cost of motor 
vehicles, so the purchaser pays all 
such taxes upon the motor industry, 
which inflat the cost of transporta- 
tion and the operating taxes, 
amounting to 55 per cent. ad 
valorem on many spare parts.” A 
motion ‘relating to motor taxation;

read; “That this conference, 
after long and careful investiga- 
tion, is of the opinion that the 
basis adopted by State Govern-
